Submitted  herewith  is  the  Annual  Statistical  Report 
of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  far  the  fiscal  year  July  1, 
1941  to  June  30,  1942. 

During  the  year  1480  persons  were  granted  probation, 
of  whom  27  violated  the  terms  of  their  probation;  7  were  sent 
to  State  Prison,  19  to  County  Jail,  and  1  to  the  Preston 
School  of  Industry. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  1507  en 
probation;  during  the  year  3002  were  under  supervision  <?f 
this  department;  and  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  number 
remaining  on  probation  was  1607.
